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Concerning the Re-entry of ſome Advocats to their 
Imployments. 


At Edinburgh, the twentie fitth day of January, 16 76. 


lle Lords of Council and Seffion conſidering , That whereas His Sacred 49 by His Letter direct to 
them of the 19, of May,, 1674. did declare, that He found it indiſpenſibly neceſſar fox His ſervice, and mainte 
nance of His Authority and for the quiet and ſecurity of His Subjects in their fortunes and eftates, that the Ho. 
nour, and Authority of the Colledge of Juſtice be inviolably preſerved ; and that there be an intire confidence 
IF in, and deference to all the Decreets and Sentences thereot; And that He will conſtantly maintain His Authority 
e ;üe cxerciſedinthat Court, againſt all incroachments, indignities and reproaches : And did declare His diſſatisfacti- 
on with and abhorrence of all Appeals from the Lords; And did ftrialy prohibit the charging of any of their Decrets or Sen- 
tences with in juſtice, whether in the terms of Appeals, Proteſtations, or any other manner of way » publickly or privatly,under | 
the pain of being utterly ſecluded from any office in, or depending on the Colledge of ' Juſtice: Yet by that ſame Letter, His | 
Majeſty is graciouſly pleaſed , That the Lords ſhould proceed no further againſt theſe Advocats, who refuſed to give their oaths 
concerning the Appeals given in by the Lord 4lmand, if they did ſolemnly diſowne the ſame , and all other Appeals and Pro- 
teſtatĩions, which might any wayes import the charging the Sentences, or Iuterloquutors of the Lords with injuſtice» And in caſe 
they did tefuſe to difown the ſame, His Majeſty did thereby peremptorly command the Lords to debarr them from any part of 
their tunRion as Advocats, in time coming. And they having refuſed to diſown the ſame : Therefore, by Sentence of the Lords of 
the 24 of Jun, i 674+ three of the aids Advocats were debarred from heir {232 en, and In like manner, another of theſe Ad- 
vocats ivas detarred b Sentence of the Lodo, in i of November 1674. And, becauſe fourty other Advocats did deſert the 
houſe; when the Lords were ficting, that very day that their Sentence againſt the firſt three was intimate, and did continue will- 
fully to deſert their attendance on the Houſe, though ofttimes required and citted to attend the fame with certification , that 
theſe Advocats , who, without lawful excuſe tobe approven by the Lords, ſhould continue to abſent themſelves, ſhould be de- 
barred from the exerciſing the office of Advocats thereafter : They were therefore, by ſentence of the Lords, the 3. of Fuly, 
1674. debarred from exerciſing the office of Advocats thereafter. Likeas, His Majeſty, by His Letter of the 14. of Fuly 1674.did 
approve what the Lords had done, in relation to all the ſaids debarred Advocats; And by His other Letter, the 12. of December 
1674, His Atajeſty did declare, in verbo Principis , That ſuch of theſe Advocats, as ſhould not, betwixt and the 28 of Fanuary, 
1675. make application to the Lords for re-entry, to be preſented to His Maj eſty ( in mauner formerly preſcribed ) ſhould ne- 
ver bere-admitred to that function thereafter: Requiring the Lords forthwith to cauſe Print, and Publiſh His Royal Pleaſure there- 
in, by way of Proclamation ; which was done accordingly. After which Proclamation, and before the ſaid 28. of January, 1675. 
Fifteen of theſe outted Advocats did give in Petitions ſeverally to the Lords, in the terms of His Majeſties Proclamation ; which 
being found ſatisfatory by the Lords, were ſent ro His Majeffy,and were returned with His UKajeſties Royal Pleaſure, to te 
enter them to the exerciſe of their imploy ments. And many moe of the ſaids outted Advocats did give in a joynt Petition to the Lords, 
before the ſaid 28. of Fanuary, 1675. but in general and dubious terms: And therefore the Lords required the ſame to be cleared, and 
that each of them ſhould give in a ſcveral Petition to that effect. declaring» that untill that were done, they could not tranſmit the 
ſame to His Majeſtieas ſatistactory; and accordingly, ſome of the ſaids Advocats did, after the ſaid day, preſent new Petitions ex- 
planatory of the former. And the Lords continuing in their zeal, ro lay hold on every opportunity for reclaiming theſe Advo- 
cats to their dutie, They, by their Letter, of the 17. of Fune laſt, gave His age an account of that affair; whereupon His - 
jeſty did Authorize, and require the Lords to admit the Petitioners therein named, to the exerciſe of cheir function, as Advocats: 
And likewiſe, to re- admit ſuch of the reſt of the outted Advocates, as ſhould petition in the terms of the foreſaĩd explanatorie Pe- 
titions. As alſo, the Lords having conſidered His Majeſtier Letter, of the 11. of December, 1675. together with the incloſed 
Petition preſented to His aj eſty, by four of theſe outted Advocats, whereby they diſown, and diſclaim all Appeals, which fiſt 
proceſs, and ſtop execution, as being contrar to Law, and in- conſiſtent with the honour of the Lords of Seſſion, and preju- 
dicial to the Subjects in their juſt rights; and wherein they declare, that they ſhall not in their practice adviſe, or countenance any 
Proteſtations for remeed of Law in time coming. And wherein they do acknowledge, that all the Subjects, both Advocats, and 
others ſhould pay all reverence, ſubmiſſion and reſpect to the Perſons and Sentences of the Lords of Seſſion, and that they ſhall 
never 22 , nor impugneany of their Sentences or Interloquutors, but by Petitions, Suſpenſions, or Reductions only to be in- 
tented before the Lords themſelves, as hath been cuſtomary in former times, and allowed to be practiſed by their predeceſſours. 
And as His Atajeny doth in the ſaid Letter, of new expreſſe, His fixed and unalterable purpoſe, inviolably to preſexve the luriſdiction 
and Authority of the Lords of Seſſion, and ſeverely to puniſhall deſigus and courſes to the prejudice, or A thereof, as 
ndifpentibly neceſſar for His Majeſties intereſt : So, in purſuance of His Adejeſtier pleaſure, and commands HA M doth of 
zew declare, That he will not ſuffer or allow any Appeals or Proteſtarions to be made uſe of againſt their Acts, Interloquutors, or 


; entences: Requiring the Lords to puniſh all attempts, or deſigns of that kind, according to His Majeſties former pleaſure, And albeit 
His Majeſty underſtands perfectly, that whole affair , and the certifications which theſe outted Advocats have incurted, yet being now 
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ſatisfied with their declarations, acknowledgments, and ſubmiſſions in the ſaid Petition; He is graciouſly pleaſed to diſpenſe with 
all certifications, and other reſtrictions, not only as to thoſe who ſigned the ſaid incloſed Petition; But alſo, as to all others who 
ſhall ſubſcribe the like Petitions betwixt and the 10. of Fanuary next, and preſent the ſame to the Lords. As alſo, His Majeſty al- 
lowes all ſuch Advocats, whohave already, or within the (aid time ſhal ſubſcribe the like Petitions, to re-enter to their imployments,and 
to enjoy all Priviledges , and Liberties thereto belonging, as if they had never been debarred therefra And as His Majeſty hath 
manifeſted extraordinary Grace and Favour, towards theſe Advocats; So he doth confidently they will demean themſelves 
as becomes duty ful and loyal Subjects, and will henceforth give His Maje#y no occaſion, to fignifie His Royal pleaſure againſt 
any of them with a due remembrance of what hath paſt. And His Majeſty thereby requires the Lords to give all due — 
ment totheſe Advocats, who have remained in their dutie, and that theſe other Advocats, whom His Mejeſty hath been graciouſly 
pleaſed to reſtore, live peaceably and in concord with them: And His Majeſty ordains the ſaid Letter to be intimat to all theſe Advocats, 
and recorded in the Books of Sederunt, as a full declaration of His Majeſties pleaſure, and as the rule of their practice, whereunto 
they ſhall be oblidged to conform themſelves, The Lords did immediately, upon the receit of His Maj eſties er, call the four 
Advocats, whoſe petition was incloſed, who having adhered thereto, the Lords did declare that, they might return to the exerciſe 
of their imployment as Advocats, as fully, and freely; as they might have done before the Decret and Sentence of the Lords debar- 
ring them from any part of their function as Advocats. Which Decreet, the Lords do hereby reſcind for the cauſes fotſaid: Like- 
as, the Lords having received peticions from others of the ſaids outted Adyocats , each for himſelf ſeverally, before the 10. of 
Tanna; y inſtant ; the Lords did alſo accept of the ſame as ſatis factory, conform to His Ot ajeſties Letter, and did declare, that they 
might re · enter to the exerciſe of their imployments, as Advocats, as fully and freely as they might have done before the Decreet 
and Sentence of the Lords debarring them from exerciſing the office of Advocats, of the 3. of Fuly, 1674. Which, as to them, 
the Lords do in like manner reſcind, as they did formerly reſcind the ſame: and the ſentence of the Lords, the 24. of November 
1674. as to the Advocats, who were debarred, and were at ſeveral times before re-entered to the exerciſe of their ſaid office, as 
Advocats, as fully and freely, as they were before the ſaid Decreet whereby they were debarred, wiz, S. George Lockhart, S.

M. Robert Stewa/t, M John Kincaid, M Fohn Inglis, M. Fohn Ele, and M. Hugh Wallace, Likeas the Lords, according to 
His Majeities Litter, bearing, that all the outted Advocats wh had already ſubſcribed the like Petitions, ts that inclofed in His 


Aajeſties Letter; Or ſhould ſubſcribe the ſame before the tenth of January, ſhould enjoy all liberties anc priviledges belonging 
to their office, as effectually to all intents and purpoſes , as if they had never been debarred. Therefore the Lords do declare, that 
all the ſaids Advocats are equally free, in the exerciſe of their imployments, without any engagement yung upon one more than 
others of them. And farder, the ords do declare, that all the ſaids Advocats re-entered now and before, have ſatisfied 
and fulfilled His Majeſties Proclamation foreſaid, of the date the twelfth day of December, 1674. As having now ſeverally, 
and ſufficiently explained the petitions given in by them, before the 28. of January, 1675. Likeas , the Lords confidering , that 
it is convenient and proper for them to clear that which may prevent the enſnaring any perſon, by that expreſſion contained in 
the petition incloſed in His Majeſties Letter, bearing, that theſe Advocats will not quarrel, nor impugne the Sentences or, Imer- 
loquutors of the Lords; But by Suſpenſions, Peticions, or Reductions only to be intented before the Lords themſelves, as hath 
been cuſtomary in former times, and hath been allowed to be practiſed by their Predeceſſors : Therefore the Lords do declare, 
that it was never allowed by the Lords, to quarrel, or impugne their Sentences, or Interloquutors,upon inquitie ; and that they 
will in no wayes ſuffer, or allow the ſame , but will ſeyerely cenſure ſuch as ſhallin any way reproach or defane them, with the moſt 
malicious and intollerable brand of injuſtice z and that by the authority communicat to them by His cMsjeſfty, in their office, 
and which is alſo aſſerted, and cleared by His gracious Letter, of the 19. of May, 1674. Whercof there is no alteration, or de- 


rogation in that point, by His Letter of the 11. of December, 1675, bearing expreſly, to be in purſuance of His M4je#ies fors 
mer pleaſure. And the ſaids Lords ordains this Act to be inſert in the Books of Sederunt, and to be Printed.
